The other major hurdle to be 
overcome is the raising of the $2.5 
million needed to _ acquire and 
remodel the _ building.， With the 
assistance of ASIAN, INC.,，a non- 
Profit group that specializes ip 
giving technical assistance ”on 
economic development, 了 BALDC 
has been exploring many Sources 
of finance. Strong backing for the 
project has come from Hugh 
Taylor，head of the 卫 conomic 
Development_ Administration in 
this area，who has recommended 
federal funding for this project， 
Active fundraising efforts are also 
being made by Gerald Leo and 
Jim Ishimaru，members of the 
New Oakland Committee which 
endorsed the project， Through 
their efforts，contacts are being 
made in the corporate world for 
contributions，The Clorox com-= 
pany has just announced that they 
will be making a donation of 
$2500 to the project. 

The San Francisco Eoundation， 
which has supported many inno- 
vative Asian American projects in 
the past, recently awarded a grant 
of $25,000 to the project to hire 
two full-time staff people to work 
on the development of funds and 
community participation in the 
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center: 3a program developer/ 
fundraiser and a coordinator of 
volunteer services， Because of the 
many tasks that still must be done， 
and because of the variety of 
technical complexities，volunteers 
will contiriue to be sought to help 
carry out the woOrk. 
EXPAND 

The next phase will be to 
expand the community involve- 
ment in the project.， Groups who 
are interested in being a part of 
the center or in need of facilities to 
carry on their activities will be 
encouraged to become involved in 
the Planning and design of the 
center: Opportunities will be 
created so _ that as many Asian 
American engineers， architects， 
contractors and workers will be 
employed in the remodelling 
process，ASs part of its goal to 
encourage economic development， 
EBALDC will also try to assist 
small business people to develop 
their potential at this site. 

As Andrew Gee，Ppresident of 
EBALDC has said，“Minority 
communities should have a voice 
about their future development, I 
community groups rebuild their 
neighborhoods through self- 
initiated projects， rather than 
letting outside forces do 让 more 
control of the rebuilding process 
will be possible. The purchase and 
remodeling of this building is a 
creative eftort by Asian Americans 
to develop a badly needed social

In order to diffuse the rising 
negative reaction of American 
citizens toward the refugees，the 
United States_ government main- 
tained a Public policy of disper- 
Sing the refugee population 
throughout the states，This act， 
according to Dennis Nishikawa， 
President of the Council of 
Oriental Organizations (COO)， 
means that the right of the 
Indochinese to choose their places 
of residence was ignored， He 
pointed out that the same effort 
was made toward the resettlement 
of Japanese-Americans after their 


release from incarceration during 
World War 工 . 


The chief concern of the 
Program for resettlement hastily 
formed under the auspices of the 
JInterAgency Task Force on Indo- 
chinese Refugees, directed by Julia 
Taft，was apparently to move the 
refugees out of the camps es- 
tablished at Camp Pendleton， 
Eglin Air Force Base, Fort Chaffee 
and Indiantown Cap， 

Initial contracts _ between the 
InterAgency Task Force and 
Voluntary Agencies (Volags) com- 
pensated the Volags for resettle- 
Iment costs upon placing a refugee 
with a sponsor。， But，by mid- 
September last，year， the 53 
Percent breakdown rate of spon- 
Sorship in California showed that 
this arrangement was inadequate 


Supreme Court，which related to 
a unanimous ruling that a China- 
man was incompetent to testify as 
a Witness in the courts of this state 
under the then prevalent view: 

“We have carefully considered 
all the consequences resulting 
from a different construction 
and are satisfied that，even in 
a doubtful case，we would be im- 
pelled to this decision on grounds 
of public pojlicy. The same rule 
that would admit them to testify 
would admit them to all the equal 
Iights of citizenship, and we might 
Soon see themi at the polls, in the 
jury box，upon the bench，and in 
our legislative halls,” People v.

HK Scientists 
Invent Pulse 
Diagnosis Device 


HONG KONG 一 Scientists at 
tbe Chinese University of Hong 
Kong have invented an electronic 
pulse diagnosis machine，accord- 
ing tothe Hong Kong Standard. 

The- device can _ find out the 
classification of pulse within 15 
seconds when a Chinese doctor 
normally has to spend one to five 
minutes to get the result， 

The machine has three elect- 
ronic transfusers which are simiilar 
to the three fingers used by the 
traditional medical practitioners 
to feel the pulse of the patients. 

An amplifier will project the 
pulse beats onto a Screen ， 


The device，called the Pulse 
Diagnosis “ Recorder， has been 
designed jointly by Dr:. James Ma，

This device can find out

the light of the world. We have to 
make it a little better for our 
Tieighbors.” 

Graham's Crusade here was 
Supported by a massive Dublicity 
campaign，in which nearly every 
newspaper，telephone pole and 
church was plastered with his 
name and face. Thirty Americans 
accompanied Graham to Hong 
Kong for the crusade, includqing a 
ten-member photography team. 
An advertising man had spent

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Renewed Interest In Learning Cantonese

了 了 上 RKELEY When Stewart 
Fong was growing up in San Fran- 
cisco, he didn't see much need to 
learn to speak Chinese, mainly be- 
cause he lived in a country wkere 
everybody spoke English. Why 
learn Chinese? Sbeaking Chinese 
was associated with the Hong 
Kong kids,and it seemed that they 
Were the ones with problems, not 


the American-born kids，he ex- 
plained . 
Stewart，now 21， is a senior in 


physiology at UC Berkeley and is 
currently enrolled in a class in 
“Community Cantonese.” He 
hopes to retain some of his_ cul- 
tural background and says Simply， 
“Its about time Ilearned it.2” 

Stewart is one of many Ameri- 
can-born Chinese who，for many 
different reasons，hnever learned to 
spbeak Chinese, and he has tried to 
pick up the language during his 
college years. 

Since the formation of the Can- 
tonese class at Berkeley, in 1968， 
Over 500 students, mostly Ameri- 
can-born Chinese, have enrolled in 
the course. 

RIGHT 

The course is in the department 
of Asian American Studies, which 
feels that “ethnic” people have 
the right，not a privilege, to know 
and jlearn their language and cul- 
ture. Proponents of ethnic studies 
demanded recognition of this right 
from university administrators， 
who felt that ethnic people should 
learn English and assimilate into 
American culture. 

Why didn: students _ learn to 
speak Chinese in the' first place? 
It could have been due to the edu- 
cational System's failure to recog- 
nize this right. 

The main purpose of this Chi- 
nese language class is to_ exercise 
this right，and“to emphasize Can- 
tonese as a “living language” used 
by thousands of peoble- 一 a sector 
of American society,” said Agnes 
Chan, coordinator of the class. 

LOCAL 

While language study at the uni- 
Vertsity level seeks to teach a lan- 
guage as it is spoken in a foreign 
country，or as a means to probe 
the heritage of a past culture, the 
community Cantonese course 
teaches convetsational Cantonese 
that could be used within the local 
sector of American society. 工 he 
Oriental Languages department at 
Cal offers Cantonese only after 
the completion of two years of 
Mandarin and emphasizes charac- 
ter study and literature. 

There are various reasons Why 
students did not learn to speak 
Chinese. Most of the students in 
this year"s class have parents who 
speak fluent Cantonese. About 
One-half of the class sSpoke the lan- 
guage When they were children. 
One-quarter had parents who 
wanted them to learn the language. 
Another quarter had parents who 
Wanted thetm to concentrate on 
the English language. Many went 
to Chinese school，some for as 
many as seven years，but didn 间 
jearn much . 

ELED 

Henry Hung，a social welfare 
major in the class, spent the first 
six years of his life in Hong 开 ong 
speaking only Cantonese, but then 
Spoke only English after his family 
moved to Palo Alto . 

了 及 aymond Louie, a history major 
fom Oakland，said，“ My parents 
Only sSpoke Cantonese when they 
yelled at me.” 

Another student expressed the 
opinion that it doesnt do much 
good to learn alanguage 让 iis not 
spoken in the home.“Some peo-

ple tend to think that we are at 
fault for not speaking Chinese，

PRACTICAL 

Students have different reasons 
for taking the class. Unlike Stew- 
art Fong，Henry Hung has higher 
hopes with the acqtiisition of the 
language. He wants to use his so- 
cial welfare skills with Chinese 
people，Pparticularly immigrants. 
He sees a _ practical use for the lan- 
guage. 

Raymond Louie hopes to be a 
teacher within the Chinese com- 
munity. This past summer，he vol- 
unteered at EBACA (East Bay 
Asians for Community Action) 
and found it difficult to commu- 
nicate with the Cantonese-Speaking 
peoble, especially the elderlyV. 

Generally，students felt that 进 
was important to know the Chi- 
nese _ language to carry on the exis- 
tence of a Chinese _ culture in 
America. 

USE 

When asKed how many students 
actually learn how to speak the 
language _ comfortably，Chan re- 
sponded，“It really depends on the 
attitude and the initiative of the 
student. The only way one can 
really learn it is to use it.”The 
third part of the three-quarter 
course places students in the 
Chinatown community as tutors， 
and in other piojects in Chinatown 
that require the use of Cantonese-. 

The class meets for one hour 
each day and two hours of ljabora- 
tory work (taped lessons) per 
week. Chan believes that 证 a stu- 
dent wishes to do well，he must 
study atleast one and ahalf hours 
a night excluding class and lab 


PRIORITY 

Since the class demands so much 
time，and does not fulfill any 
major requirements except for the 
Asian American Studies major, 让 
is mainly taken out of interest， 
and many students indicated that 
they could not give it a high PTi- 
ority in their studies. 

Students have said that it is easy 
to fall behind in the class because 
other classes taken for their ma- 
jors are more important. As a re- 
sult，only a third of the students 
who start out the year actually 
complete the whole year's se- 
quence-. 

Since last year, the initial intro- 
duction to the Ilanguage has used 
Situational conversations and ac- 
companying slides. The first five 
Weeks of classes exclusively Use 
this audiovisual technique, exclud- 
ing books，and students are Te- 
duested. not to take notes. This 
helps students get used'to hearing 
difficult tones and loosens their 
tongues，Simulating “the way 3 
baby first learns language.”
